cloud of white, 
heavy smoke when crushed by the 
tank. 
If 
such an op eration had 
been carried on 
in actual battle 
many Nazi tanks would have been 
p ut out of action.

While 
most of 
the 
engineers 
have so far had a defensive role 
to p lay in the maneuvers, the men 
have gained valuable exp erience in 
p rop er methods 
of 
demolishing 
bridges, lay ing mine fields in the 
p aths of armored vehicles, and ap ­ 
p ly ing their training to the build­ 
ing of tank obstacles. 
One drawback, however, existed 
in the “ump ire” sy stem. Whenever 
a bridge was blasted it was nec­ 
essary to leave guards 
behind to 
warn oncoming 
motorized 
col­ 
umns that the 
bridge had been 
technically 
blown 
up and 
that 
they must 
find a new 
route of 
p ursuit. 
After 
a 
few day s 
of 
“battle” so many 
bridge ump ires 
had been left behind that scarcely 
a p latoon of men remained in the 
entire battalion. 
Filling other necessary p arts in 
the 
maneuvers, 
the 
Engineers 
have been used 
as contact men, 
observers and sup ervisors of cam­ 
ouflage which 
they designed and 
p erfected for other branches. 
While working under conditions 
that stimulate actual warfare is 
excellent training for the men, it 
is also invaluable exp erience 
for 
those 
officers 
who have y et to 
ap p ly their “book knowledge” 
to 
op erations 
in a 
theater of war. 
The 
p roblems p resented on ma­ 
neuvers p arallel 
those found on 
fighting fronts, when only the of­ 
ficers’ knowledge combined with 
common sense and ap p lied will de­ 
termine

New York, May 21—(A P)—The 
Toky o radio announced today that 
Admiral Isoroku Yamamoto, com- 
mander-in-chief of the combined 
Jap anese fleet, who boasted he 
would dictate p eace terms in the 
White House, had been killed in 
action in Ap ril. 
A domestic broadcast recorded 
by the Federal Communications 
Commission said Yamamoto had 
met death aboard 
a 
warp lane 
“while directing general strategy 
on the front line”, but gave no 
details. 
Yamamoto was Jap an's fore­ 
most advocate of combined sea 
and air p ower and wras known as 
one of the most able naval stra­ 
tegists in the emp ire. 
As sp okesman for the Toky o 
naval command he torp edoed the 
London naval conference of 1934, 
smashing the whole structure of 
naval limitations and ending the 
building truce that gave the Pa­ 
cific ocean twro decades of p eace. 
Only a few months after Pearl 
Harbor he wnote a friend: 
“I am looking forward to dic­ 
tating p eace to the United States 
in the White House at Washing­ 
ton”. 
The broadcast added that Ad­ 
miral Mineichi Koga 
had 
been 
named Yamamoto’s successor and 
“already W’as in command”. Koga 
formerly was commander of the 
Jap anese fleet in Chinese waters. 
In Russo-Jap War 
FCC monitors who heard the 
Toky o broadcast 
said 
the an­ 
nouncer ap p eared overcome with 
the imp ort of the news and that 
his voice was choked W’ith emo­ 
tion as he finished reading the 
communique rep orting Yamamo­ 
to’s death. 
Yamamoto, W’ho W’as 59, was 
graduated from the Jap anese na­ 
val academy in 1904, just in time 
to fight in the Russian-Jap anese 
war as an ensign. 
He lost two 
fingers of his left 
hand 
while 
serving aboard 
Admiral Togo's 
flagship in the battle of Tsushima. 
Yamamoto received 
the 
p er­ 
sonal congratulations of Emp eror 
Hirohito for directing the op era­ 
tions of the Jap anese navy dur­ 
ing the camp aign in the Philip ­ 
p ines. 
He also received the em­ 
p eror’s 
commendation 
for the 
sinking of the British battleship 
Prince of Wales and the battle 
cruiser Rep ulse during the Malay ­ 
an camp aign. 
Plannp d Pearl Harbor 
His stock fell, however, as a 
result of the Jap anese navy ’s set­ 
backs in the Coral Sea and at 
Midway at the hands of American 
forces. 
Yamamoto served in Washing­ 
ton. as the Jap anese naval at- j 
tache in 1925. 
It w’as Yamamoto who p lanned 
the treacherous attack on Pearl 
Harbor, which set off the Pacific 
W’ar, and Jap anese Navy Minister 
Shigetaro Shimada p aid tribute to 
this trickery today as an op era­ 
tion “which amazed the world”. 
The Toky o broadcasts said Em­ 
p eror Hirohito had bestowed p ost­ 
humously on Yamamoto the rank 
of fleet admiral and had decreed a 
state funeral for him. 


Keep Record Book 
For Ration Points 
As Well as Money 


Urbana, 111., May 21—There is 
only one way 
to get 
the most 
from ration p oints, and that is 
through 
careful 
p lanning 
and 
wise food choices, say s M argaret 
R. Goody ear, instructor of home 
j 
economics, University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture. 
Since it 
is imp ortant to total the month’s 
allowance of red and blue stamp s 
and keep the balance up to date 
each w’eek, an account book for j 
ration p oints is as imp ortant as 
one 
for money . 
An 
elaborate 
sy stem of bookkeep ing is unnec- 
j 
essary 
and 
inadvisable, 
even 
though there are six or eight ra­ 
tion books to be managed. An in­ 
exp ensive 8 -by -ll- inch notebook 
w’ould be quite satisfactory . One 
section could be devoted to clip ­ 
p ings from current newsp ap ers, 
such as charts and tables giving 
the p oint values of the different 
foods; to recent articles dealing 
w’ith ration regulations, and to 
the dates w’hen the various stamp s 
become valid and when they ex­ 
p ire. 
In 
another section 
could be 
kep t a budget and record of ex­ 
p enditures for the p oints similar 
to the money account book. This 
will give a check on p rices in re­ 
lation to p oints and will help in 
p lanning menus and marketing 
lists. 
“If we are to do our best w’ork, 
it is imp ortant to be as well fed 
as 
is 
p ossible 
with 
the 
food 
shortages today . So the best way 
to accomp lish this is to make ra­ 
tioning 
p oints 
work, to make 
them do as much for us in as in­ 
teresting and varied W’ay s as p os­ 
sible, and then make as good use 
of the available unrationed foods 
as time and p ocketbook will al­ 
low’”, Miss Goody ear said.
